New smog study to put analyzers here

An agreement for a new California non-profit corporation to conduct a South 
Central Coast Air Quality Study involving expenditure of up to $232,342 won approval 
Wednesday of the Santa Barbara County Air Pollution Control District hearing board 
The hearing board, meeting in Santa Barbara, received word that a sulfur dioxide 
monitoring network is planned to be set up to cover areas of industrial emissions in 
the northern parts of the county and San Luis Obispo County sectors as well 
The pact between Environmental Research Foundation Inc,, of Guadalupe and 
the Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo Air Pollution Control Districts must be 
ratified by the boards of supervisors of both counties as well as district authorities 
Santa Barbara and the South Coast area are not included in the program as this 
area is in the South ( oast Air Basin including Ventura and Los Angeles area counties 
Scope of the air quality study program extends into the Lompoc Valley as well as 
Santa Maria Valley, where property owners have protested odors from oil •oriented 
facilities for several years One of ll tentative site locations for equipment will be at 
Lake Marie Estates, a source of homeowner complaints taken to the Board of Super­ 
visors the County Air Pollution Control District, and the county’s petroleum 
engineer 


Locations tor gaseous analyzers and or meteorological equipment as tentatively 
outlined at this time also include Lompoc Fire Station. Lompoc site “ downwind from 
Johns Manville Products Corp 'N Orcutt. Tanglewood area at Black Rd . Morro Bay, 
Arroyo Grande and Nipomo 
The agreement was approved as the Santa Barbara County hearing board was an­ 
nounced as the board heard progress reports pertaining to Johns-Manville Products 
Corp and I mon Sugar Division of Consolidated Foods Corp , near Betteravia 
Both firm^ have asked for variances from district rules relating to sulfur content of 
fuel until baseline studies are complete enough to go to the State Air Resources

provide a potentially useful in­ 
strument of U S 
foreign 
policy." 
“ We recognize that future 
space programs must provide a 
service to the public, and if 
space is to have an opportunity 
to make its contribution, it 
must bt* recognized as fulfilling 
a public need." the 20-meniber 
committee said 
The* study group, commis­ 
sioned by NASA in 1974. ex­ 
amined the various possibili­ 
ties for civilian space efforts in 
the final quarter of the 20th 
Century and came up with a 
three-volume catalogue of po­ 
tential missions and an assess­ 
ment of the technology require

Henry Jackson did 
much the same for the party’s 
old-line regulars in the New 
York primary. 
The results of the two 
primaries place the power 
center, it seems, somewhere 
between the* ideological fac­ 
tions that have been slicing at 
each other for the past eight 
years. 
Jimmy ( ’arter appears to be 
astride the pivotal point Even 
though he had to scratch out a 
victory in Wisconsin and did 
badly in New York, ('arter 
once again made progress 
toward 
the 
Democratic 


presidential nomination 
We don’t believe that Udall 
has to accept his narrow 
defeat as the end of his can­ 
didacy Hut he has finished se­ 
cond three times and there is 
nothing on the primary horizon 
that is likely to erase the im­ 
age of inability to deliver vic­ 
tors 
Jackson did get the largest 
number of delegates in New 
York, but there is still no way 
he can claim a huge victory. 
If all candidates stick to 
their announced plans, they 
will meet again in Penn­ 
sylvania on April 27. Just as 
Wisconsin was supposed to be 
a natural state for Udall, Pen­ 
nsylvania seems tailored for 
Jackson. 
Hut ( arter is going to Penn­ 
sylvania too, and Jackson 
might be well advised to start 


listening for the footsteps 
U d a ll did not hear in 
Wisconsin 
One 
other 
interesting 
development. The first bloc of 
open delegate support for 
Hubert Humphrey surfaced in 
New York, and that might just 
be the signal for the Minnesota 
senator to enter the race he so 
far adroitly has avoided 
Carter’s Wisconsin victory 
could enter into such a deci­ 
sion, toe). 
So the contest for the 
nomination did not end in 
Wisconsin and New York 
With Frank Church yet to 
show his wares and the active

bankruptcy as he vetoes one aid measure 
after another The dire bill to come due 
in the future is not for education alone 
In New York and Detroit and in other 
cities, police and vital services are being 
sheared away to a dangerous level The 
present drift may continue as the 
gradualism of the recovery from the 
current recession continues 
But it cannot continue forever 
And 
when the bill for deeav and decline 
comes due it may be tar greater than can 
be foreseen t<xiay In the years ahead it 
will be inflicted on those least able to
